INDEPENDENT. REFORM. 

New Headlight Law. 

Surely everyone wbo hue done 
any amount of night driving in the 
State during the past year or bo, 
appreciates the fact that a radical 
change is necessary in the law in eo 
far an it applies to automobile 
headlights. The tremendous num¬ 
ber of machines which ime our high¬ 
ways at night has made the use of 
strong and powerful headlights 
seem necessary to the majority of 
motorists. Toe average person 
thinks that if he has a sufficient 
amount of light to get along with at 
a moderate rate of r.pecd, he is not 
doing big duty; he feels that he 
must secure bulbs that will make 
the light shine at least half a mile 
down the road, eo that other people 
can see him coining. It was to 
meet this tendenoy that the head¬ 
light law was amended eo as to pro¬ 
vide that no bulb of greater than 
thirty-two candle-power could ho 
used. Even with a bulb of thlB 
sire, unlf-es the headlights were bent 
well forward, it was impossible to 
avoid a glare when a plain lens wae 
used. Consequently, the last Leg¬ 
islature, realising the dangerous 
conditions resulting from the use of 
high caudle-power bulbs and plain 
lenses, made it unlawful for any au¬ 
tomobile to be used or owned in 
this State on which there wr. not 
some kind of an approved headlig It 
lens. While this provision will un¬ 
doubtedly cause some inconven¬ 
ience on the part o( mutorist^tfj 
owning care in turn Stnk^M

New York.—Federal Judge Mack di¬ 
rected the dismissal of the Indictment 
against the American Woolen Compa¬ 
ny of New York end Massachusetts 
and William M. Wood, president of the 
company, charged with profiteering un¬ 
der the Lever act The Indictment had 
been returned on Cgures showing that 
Dm 1010 Mr. Wood Imd received $613,- 
482.80 In commission.* charged to man- 
ufucturlug and selling expenses and 
that be also bad received '‘enormous 
snln.leh" from both cumpanlea. The 
company was charged with having In¬ 
creased prices more llion 800 per cenL 

The order for dismissal was based 
on an amendment to the Lever act 
which ‘ Included "wearing apparel" 
among the things which came under 
ithe ban against profiteering. The court' 
held that It this amendment had not 
been made the Indictment inlgM havo 
been sound, but by specifically naming 
“wearing appurel” tho amendment lim¬ 
ited profiteering to clothes and exclud¬ 
ed cloth. 

It later was anaounred that ihe gov¬ 
ernment would appeal. 

Judge K.'ck said tho substantial 
question Involved wns whether a piece 
of cloth was a necessary within section 
4 of (he Lover net, on which the Indict¬ 
ment was based, or whether It was 
wearing apparel as defined In the 
amendment made on October 22, 1010. 

After slating thn'. section 4 must bo 
rend In connection with section 1, be 
Siild.' tliO prohibition npptled only to 
those secessarles defined ns such In 
section 1. Then the opinion reads: 

"Wearing apparel.I* a necessary. If 
section 4 had forbidden unreasonable 
rains as to nn.v necessaries, wearing 
nppnrcl, clearly a necessary in the gen¬ 
eral sense of the word,
